A Didsbury man is 
one of eight Alberta 
men charged as part 
of a Canada-wide child 
pornography investiga¬ 
tion, police said June 
19. 

James Robert Jensen, 
30, faces one count of 
accessing child por¬ 
nography, one count of 
possessing child por¬ 
nography and one count 
of distributing child 
pornography following 
an investigation by 40 
police agencies across 
Canada. 

The Integrated Child 
Exploitation (ICE) 
team of the Alberta Law 
Enforcement Response 
Team (ALERT) con¬ 
ducted the investiga¬ 
tion. Didsbury RCMP 
assisted with two 
search warrants in the 
community. 

“We facilitated the 
arrest, but it was all 
ALERT’S investigation 
and ICE. We assisted 
with the search war¬ 
rants, his arrest and 
release," said Cpl. Clint 
Gulash of the Didsbury 
RCMP. 

Jensen turned him¬ 
self in to the Didsbury 
detachment on May 22.

The Rural Ride For Dad 
raised $105,000 for men's 
cancer research on June 21 
as it wound its way through 
Central Alberta. 

About 225 riders participat¬ 
ed in the event, which had two 
departure points - one in Olds 
and another in Red Deer - and 
wound its way through Central 
Alberta before concluding in 
Didsbury in the late afternoon. 
The Red Deer ride started at 
the south Walmart and went 
east to Pine Lake and west 


to Caroline before concluding 
in Didsbury, while the ride 
that started in Olds went south 
to near Cochrane and east to 
Three Hills and Linden. Each 
of the rides totalled about 350 
kilometres. 

Gil Ehns, co-chair of the 
Rural Ride For Dad, said the 
Olds ride started out cold in 
the morning but it got better 
as the day went on. 

“When we started out in 
Olds it was really tough. It 
was cold, it was rainy, it 
was barely above freezing 
(and) you could see your 
breath. But they stuck it 


out,” he said. “It’s a good day 
when you can get that many 
people out there and raise 
money for that cause. We all 
like to ride our motorbikes 
and try to ride as much as 
we can, so why not ride a 
motorbike and raise money 
for a good cause while we’re 
at it," he said. 

Ehns said while everyone 
who participated came out 
to have fun, the main pur¬ 
pose of the event was to help 
save lives by raising aware¬ 
ness and funds for men’s can¬ 
cers. The “man van", which 
didn’t make an appearance 


at the event last year due 
to the flooding, did come 
to Didsbury on June 21 and 
about 50 men had PSA tests 
completed. 

Ehns said the communi¬ 
ty support has always been 
strong, and was again this year.

Staff Sgt. John Guigon 
of the Calgary ICE unit 
said: “What we were 
doing basically was 
monitoring peer-to-peer 
networks. Those are 
computers connected to 
the Internet that allow 
people to share files with 
each other. 

“Some of the types 
of files some people 
share are child sexual 
exploitation images. We 
came across a person 
at a specific IP address 
that had in their pos¬ 
session suspected child 
pornography images 
and we were able to 
download those images. 
That’s what led us to 


Mr. Jensen. 

Guigon said police 
downloaded “multiple” 
images from Jensen’s 
computer. 

More than 150 people 
were arrested as part of 
the national investiga¬ 
tion. 

Police seized almost 
two million images and 
videos during the nation¬ 
al investigation, dubbed 
Snapshot III. 

The investigation tar¬ 
geted high-risk offenders 
who were evaluated on 
several factors includ¬ 
ing individuals who had 
access to children, who 
are in positions of trust 
or authority, and who 
were attempting to com¬ 
municate with children 
for a sexual purpose, 


police said. 

ALERT members 
assisted the nation¬ 
al operation, which 
was coordinated by 
the RCMP’s National 
Child Exploitation 
Coordination Centre. 

ALERT is made up of 
nearly 400 municipal 
police, RCMP and sher¬ 
iffs. It was established 
and funded by the pro¬ 
vincial government. 

ALERT's Internet child 
exploitation unit strives 
to protect children 
from a variety of sex¬ 
ual offences including 
computer-related sexual 
abuse. 

Jensen is scheduled 
to make his first appear¬ 
ance in Didsbury provin¬ 
cial court on July 7.

“One option we are explor¬ 
ing is to align the rules for 
off-highway vehicles with the 
rules for bicycles; that is, to require all OHV opera¬ 
tors and passengers under the age of 18 to wear a 
helmet while on public land,” said Wendy Doyle, 
executive director of the Office of Traffic Safety 
with Alberta Transportation. 

While the consultations just completed may even¬ 
tually end up being part of a provincewide legisla¬ 
tive solution, any such solution will certainly take 
time to make its way through the exhaustive pro¬ 
cess required to bring about such changes. 

And all the while, young people will continue 
to be free to operate OHVs while not wearing 
approved helmets. 

While it is everyone’s hope that no young OHV 
operators will be iryured or even killed over the 
next months because they are not wearing helmets, 
a more immediate solution may already be at hand. 

That is, municipalities currently have the author¬ 
ity to create OHV helmet bylaws for their respective 
jurisdictions. 

“The government of Alberta believes munici¬ 
palities are in the best position to understand the 
safety needs of their communities,” said Doyle. 
“Because of this, we would like to see munici¬ 
palities continue to have the authority to create 
bylaws to enhance the proposed provincial helmet 
requirement.” 

Neither Mountain View nor Red Deer county cur¬ 
rently has an OHV helmet bylaw in place. 

Yet with residents and visitors of all ages making 
extensive use of OHVs in recreational areas across 
both counties, particularly during the very busy 
summer season, isn’t it time for those same munici¬ 
palities to pass OHV helmet bylaws? 

It is probably surprising for many residents to 
learn that Alberta youths are required to wear hel¬ 
mets while riding bicycles but not when operating 
powerful motorized OHVs. It is a dangerous and 
wholly unacceptable situation that must be recti¬ 
fied. 

As such, the provincial government should move 
as quickly as possible to put this situation right - 
and in the meantime, West Central Alberta munici¬ 
palities should also act without delay.

Cremona is a viable 
village - if a new let¬ 
ter of recommendations 
front Greg Weadick, pro¬ 


vincial Municipiil Affairs 
minister, is any indica¬ 
tion. 

The letter recently 
came before Cremona’s 
council, outlining 21 rec¬ 
ommendations for the 


council to follow if it is 
to make sure the munici¬ 
pality is viable now and 
into the future. 

Weadick wrote that 
the village would be via¬ 
ble bast'd on the comple¬ 


tion of those recommen¬ 
dations. 

Cremona mayor Tim 
Hagen said one of the 
best things about the 
list is that the village’s 
council has already 


been working towards 
a majority of the points 
mentioned by the minis¬ 
ter in his letter. 

“So we kind of all knew 
what the Issues were, it’s 
just a matter of getting 
them done,” said Hagen. 

Although it is a size¬ 
able list to work on, 
he said council will be 
able to chop away at the 
items, although many 
will take time and others 
will take money. 

The list of 21 recom¬ 
mendations includes 
the following: continued 
reviews of old or outdat¬ 
ed bylaws; development 
:md regular review of a 
strategic plan; develop¬ 
ment of a communica¬ 
tion plan; and a review of 
the village amortization 
to keep it in line with 
budget and variance 
reports. 

Although there are 
more recommendations 
as well, perhaps the 
most challenging one 
will be the development 
and implementation of a 
multi-year infrastructure 
plan, said Hagen. 

“The problem with 
infrastructure is it takes 
time and a lot of money,” 
he said. 

Hagen noted the pro¬ 
vincial government does 
offer grants, but in many 
cases towns need to 
come up with 25 per cent 
of the funding on their 
own before they receive 
the grants. 

For example, he cited 
the work that needs to 
be done on the sewage 
lagoon, which will cost 
an estimated $8 million.

three-quarters of that, 
we’re still looking at 
over $2 million that we 
have to come up with, 
and by law we can’t even 
borrow that much, so 
it makes it difficult,” he 
said. 

“So we just have to do 
the things like introduc¬ 
ing the low-flow toilets. 
We’ve gotta continue 
doing things like that 
and coming up with 
ways that will make our 
lagoon last us a while 
yet. But it’s always a 
struggle with small vil¬ 
lages. They get into posi¬ 
tions like this and they 
really have a hard time 
doing anything.”

Councillors have to get 
creative to deal with the 
fact that they don’t have 
a lot of tax revenue, but 
he said both he and the 
village councillors are 
willing to work at it. 

The last time the 
lagoon was dredged was 
in 1982, and he noted if 
the village were to do 
something like that, it 
would likely extend the 
life of the lagoon for an 
additional 10 to 15 years. 

“And we’re always 
looking at things like 
that,” he said. 

As far as the full list 
of recommendations, 
a copy of the letter in 
full was sent out to all 
Cremona residences, 
and Hagen said coun¬ 
cil will continue on the 
work that it already set 
forth and make an effort 
to cross as many items 
off the list as possible.
